Dallas, Texas, Aug. 19.—With in- 


formation from Galveston and other 
points on the Texas southeast gulf 
coast slowly sifting through, it seem- 
ed certain early today that the terri- 
fic tropical storm of this week had 
cost a comparatively small loss of 
life and that the destruction of pro- 
perty in the city of Galveston at least, 
was small as Compared to the storm 
of 1900. The total number of lives 
lost so far as definitely reported, was 
slightly more than two hundred. 


The damage in Galveston this week, 


based upon meagre reports, was placed 
at $3,000,000, with the loss of 14 lives. 
In 1900 eight thousand persons met 
death and the property loss reached 
$15,000,00j. 
Reports were that the Galveston sea 


wall was largely responsible for sav- 
ing the city from a worse fate than it 
suffered 15 years ago. 
Earlier reports had placed the dam- 


age in Galveston as high as $15,000,- 
000, but this apparently was disproved 
by later advices brought out by news- 
papermen and other persons. 


While a large section of th'e storm 


district is yet to be heard from, the

number of the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences con- 
tains an article on the Inheritance 
of Temperament, by Dr. C. B. Dav- 
enport, of the Station for Experi- 
mental Evolution, Carnegie Institu- 
tion, Washington, in which are dis- 
closed the results of statistical study 
into the cases of 89 
carefully 
de- 


scribed family histories. 


Temperament is hereditary and as 


little alterable as stature, says Dr. 
Davenport, and in seeking to ex- 
plain the great diversity in tempera- 
ments lie makes the hypothesis that 
there are involved in 
the

ance of temperament two factors; 
one which induces

or

periodic excitability and whose ab- 
sence results in calmness, another

I might also add that 
the eating of apples is most beneficial 
to the skin and complexion.
